PENALTY FOR GAME
LAW VIOLATION

COSTS FROM 81 TO $300 FOR
SHOOTING DUCKS.,

GOSSIP FROM STATE CAPITAL

Items of Interest Gathered from Re
liable Sources and Presented in
Condensed Form to Our
Readors.

Westetn Newspaper Unlon News Service
Game Law Penalty.

In most of the statements geued by
the government no mention is mude
of the penalty for killing water fowl
during the closed season prescribed
by rogulntions of the department of
agriculture. Mr, Lane, United States
digtrict attorney for Nebraska, has re
celved detalls of the regulations which
ghow that the penalty for spring
shooting is a fine of from $§1 to %100,
The penalty is not based on a certain
amount for ench bird killed, but is left
to the discretion of the judge of the
federal court who Imposes the fine
It is reported that ducks are being
ghot in Nebraska, but thus far no ar
rests have been made by the United
States marshal or his deputy. No
other pergons have power to make ar
rests,

Lack of Crops Cause of Deficit.

The principal cauze of the mainten-
ance fund at the state penitentiary is
due to the lack of crops on the prison
farm last year, and the large amount
of con] required to operate the power
plant at the institutlon, according to &
statement made by Warden Fenton,
Thig plant furnishes power and lght
for the prison and the shops and also
for the state house, orthopedic bospit
al. and the governor's mansion. The
coal bill amounted to $1,700 a month
Ag there were no ¢rops on the prison
farm last vear feed for stock had to
be bought. Also, most of the meat
fed to the prisoners Is now bought and
the price is higher than it was a few
veurs ago. The last legislature appro
priated a total of §130,000 for mainten
ance, not including $17,900 for the =al
aries of officers~ At this time 73 per
cent of the maintenance fund has been
expended.

To Limit Number of Entries.

Plane for the next better babies con
test at the Nebraska state fair are be
ing evolved and Mrs. M. E. Vance and
her advisers are considering methods
of handling the sltuation.

Another
plan Includes the services of a commit
tee in each county to eliminate a4 num-
ber of the contestante and reduce
them in proportion to the number of
entries, .
